without  any  violence  to  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  the  local  chdrch. 
They  can  appoint  a committee, 
consisting  of  two  or  three  from 
each  of  the  churches  agreeing  to 
settle  a pastor,  and  this  committee 
can  recommend  a suitable  brother 
to  the  pastorate  of  the  churches 
represented  by  the  committee. 
Onr  city  ckarches,  when  In  search 
of  a pastor,  generally  appoint  a 
committee,  to  whom  all  corres- 
pondence Is  referred.  The  .qpm- 
mlttee  after  duo  deliberation,  sub- 
mits the  natne-of  the  brother 
whom  it  considers  bt  st  suited  to 
the  pastorate,  and  the  church  calls 
him  to  be  her  pastor.  There  Is  no 
Infringement  npon  tne  rights  of 
the'  cbnrch  by  this  method!  of 
arriving  at  the  name  of  some  :,cne 
who  shall  be  called  as  pastor.  ! 

2.  Again,  let  the  sisterhood  of 
churches  buy  or  build  a preacher’s 
home  in  the  most  convenient  place 
within  the  field  occupied  by  ’the 
pastor.  There  Is  scarcely  a com- 
munity anywhere,  In  which  land 
cannot  be  had  in  sufficient  quan- 
tity for  the  location  of  a pastor’s 
home.  Many  persons  would  give 
five  or  ten  acres  of  land  for  gnch 
an  enterprise.  There  ought  to  be 
at  least  ten  acres  of  ground  con- 
nected with  a pastor’s  home  Id  the 
country.  Bo  much  is  needed  for 
pasturage,  and  truck-patches. 
The  land  can  be  had,  and  the  hpuse 
can  be  built  at  a small  expense. 
The  brethren  spend  time  enough, 
hunting,  fishing,  discussing  poli- 
tics and  other  questions,  which 
are  In  noway  affected  by  their  de- 
liverances.to  bolld  the  house.  They' 
can  bnlld  it  by  day-labor, at  a very 
small  ootlay  of  money,  if  they 
will.  Lumber  is  cheap  and  often 
much  of  It  can  be  had  for  the  ask- 
ing, for  the  erection  of  a pastor’s 
home.'  The  preacher  Is  half  gap- 
ported  when  he  has  a house  to 
live  in  and  a place  for  his  pigs, 
chickens  and  calves. 

3.  Once  more,  these  churches 
can  pay  a man  a good  salafy  if 
they  will ; not  in  money,  bat  such 
as  they  have.  They  have  porn 
and  oats,  fodder  and  hay;  chick- 
ens, eggs,  butter,  molasses,  peas, 
potatoes,  rloe  and  meat.  These 
pastors  nse  jnst  aa  other  people. 
These  are  aa  good  carried  fifteen 
miles,  aa  they  are  raised  at  home. 
Let  the  deaoons  gather  up  these 
things  and  carry  them  over  to  the 
pastor’s  home.  They  will  Cerve 
him,  instead  of  money.  Borne  will 
prefer  to  give  money.  That  la 
well.  He  needs  some  money.  Bat 
he  can  get  on  with  very  little 
money,  provided  the  brethren 
furnish  him  what  they  have  and 
wpat  he  must  have.
